ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over,  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  lie  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  he  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  the  newspapers,  en- 
dorsed “Application  for  Private  Bill,”  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House.

Commons. 

Private  Bills  shall  he  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  he  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  he  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officer,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  he  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
he  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  he  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the

A BY-LAW 

To  establish  and  define  certain  Highways  ivithin  tlic 
limits  of  the  Coi'poration  of  the  District  of  Sa  rrey. 
rn  HE  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Coporation  of  the 
1 District  of  Surrey  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  and  publication  of 
this  by-law  the  following  highways  shall  be  established, 
viz. : — 

2.  A road  commencing  at  the  Yale  Road  and  run- 
ning north  on  the  half  section  line  through  Sections 
26  and  35,  Township  2,  to  its  intersection  with  the 
township  line  between  Township  2 and  Block  5 North, 
Range  1 West, — 33  feet  wide,  being  161  feet  on  each 
side  of  said  half  section  line. 

3.  A road  commencing  at  a post  on  the  Hyjorth 
Road,  marked  “intersection  of  centre  of  road,”  66^ 
feet  from  centre  of  N.  W.  and  S.  R.  R. ; thence  parallel 
to  and  66^  feet  from  said  centre  line  of  railway  on  a 
S.  48J°  E.  a distance  of  42.31  chains  to  a post  marked

Chilliwhack,  B.  C.,  1st  September,  1891. 

To  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  Chilliwhack: 

Gentlemen  : Having  been  instructed  by  your  honourable  body  to  make  an  examination  and  survey  of 
the  Big  Prairie  for  the  partial  draining  of  the  same,  and  to  form  a scheme  complying  ns  far  as  possible  with 
the  views  of  the  settlers  as  petitioned  for  by  Messrs.  Newby,  Chapman  and  others,  I beg  to  report  that  I 
have  made  such  examination  anil  survey,  and  I recommend  that  the  work  be  done  as  follows  : — 

1st.  That  the  Suniault  be  cleared  of  all  weeds  and  logs  throughout  the  whole  breadth  of  the  present 
channel,  and  that  this  weeding  be  effectively  done  by  grubbing  out  the  roots. 

2nd.  That  the  two  bars  in  the  channel  of  the  Suniault,  known  as  its  upper  and  lower  bars,  be  cut,  and 
that  the  channel  at  these  places  be  widened  to  fully  20  feet,  with  an  extra  average  depth  of  one  and  a half 
feet. 

3rd.  That  the  channel  at  the  head  of  the  stream  be  straightened  by  cutting  across  a series  of  bends,  in 
all  1,540  yards  in  length,  giving  this  new  channel  an  average  width  of  ten  feet,  and  an  average  depth  of  four 
feet. 

4th.  That  the  McCutcheon  drain  be  cleared  out,  and  that  770  yards  at  the  upper  end  be  lowered  accord- 
ing to  section  given  to  an  average  depth  of  two  and  one-quarter  feet,  and  a mean  width  of  12  feet. 

5th.  That  a small  catchwater  drain  4,200  yards  in  length,  2 feet  in  depth,  and  an  average  width  of  two 
and  one-quarter  feet  be  cut.  The  earth  from  this  cutting  to  be  made  into  an  embankment  of  one  foot  in 
height  on  the  side  of  the  ditch  opposite  the  Chilliwhack,  beginning  this  ditch  at  the  centre  of  section  8, 
going  north  through  the  centres  of  section  17  to  the  south  line  of  section  20  ; thence  following  the  line  of  the 
Indian  Reserve  in  sections  20  and  19  to  the  Chilliwhack  River. 

6th.  That  the  McGuire  drain,  which  runs  from  the  foot  of  the  hills  at  the  south-east  corner  of  the 
south-west  quarter  section  of  section  23,  along  the  dividing  line  of  sections  22  and  15  to  the  Suniault,  and 
including  the  extension  to  the  north-east  quarter  section  of  section  16  be  cleared  out  and  deepened  three 
quarters  of  a foot  at  the  head,  and  one  foot  at  the  mouth,  grading  evenly  between. 

7th.  That  the  Bailey  drain  running  from  the  foot  of  the  hills  between  sections  8 and  9 to  the  Suniault 
(with  which  I associate  the  drains  to  the  right  and  left  of  it  on  the  McGuire  Road  to  the  extent  of  a quarter 
section  each  way,  for  the  reason  that  these  two  ditches  flow  into  this  drain)  be  cleaned  out,  and  that  the 
above  drain  on  the  McGuire  Road,  and  that  portion  of  the  Bailey  drain  from  the  McGuire  Road  to  the 
Suniault  be  sunk  one  foot,  and  that  from  the  McGuire  Road  south  for  a distance  of  440  yards  the  Bailey 
drain  be  cut  four  feet  in  depth,  and  an  average  of  four  and  a half  in  width.

5 feet,  average  width,  7 feet ; 2nd  mile,  depth  5 feet,  average  width  6 feet  ; 3rd  mile,  depth  5 feet,  average 
width  5 feet. 

9th.  That  the  drain  known  as  the  Chilliwhack  Central,  commencing  at  a point  close  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  the  south-east  quarter  section  of  section  33,  and  running  between  sections  28  and  33,  29  and  32, 
and  cutting  across  the  north-west  corner  of  the  north-west  quarter  section  of  section  29  to  the  Suniault,  be 
cleaned  out  and  lowered  one  foot. 

10th.  That  the  Lindell  drain,  running  from  the  foot  of  the  hills  between  sections  15  and  16  to  the 
McGuire  Road,  be  left  as  it  is,  as  it  fulfils  the  requirements  of  the  present  scheme.
